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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Philadelphia, March 30, 1872. 

The Book Trade Association held a meeting on 
Wednesday last, but transacted very little business. 
There was a great influx of new material, and the 
new members did not concur in all things with 
those who composed the meeting of last week. So 
all the business actually d ne was the appointment 
of a committee of five, representing the principal 
divisions of the Association, who are to revise the 
by-laws reported last week and nominate perma¬ 
nent officers. They will report at a meeting to be 
called next week, and then it is hoped that the 
Association will be put in running order. It starts 
off well. About ninety names are now on the roll 
and more have signified their desire to join. These 
include all the branches mentioned in the prospec¬ 
tus and one firm of gold-beaters in addition. Of 
the larger publishing houses, Claxton, Remsen & 
Haffelfinger, and Porter & Coates have joined 
the new movement, and nearly all the subscrip¬ 
tion publishers are also in it. Some skeptics have 
expressed doubts as to the utility of the Associa¬ 
tion and have not hesitated to express their opin¬ 
ion that it would fail to be of any practical benefit 
to anybody ; but I understand that a working plan 
has already been adopted, and will be made public 
when the time arrives. 

The Book trade is fairly active, and sellers ex¬ 
press their satisfaction with the healthy state of the 
business. A few new books and some new edi¬ 
tions of old ones are coming out. Among the lat¬ 
ter are several by J. B. Lippincott & Co., the most 
important being the eleventh edition of Nystrom’s 
Mechanics, so enlarged and improved as to be 
almost a new book. It now consists of 511 pp. 
i6mo (Pocket-book form, gilt edges $3.50). Lip¬ 
pincott & Co. have several works nearly ready, 
which will be noticed hereafter. 

Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger have brought 
out* “Vesta,” a volume of poems by Hester A. 
Benedict (cloth i6mo, $1.50). There are some 
beautiful little poems in this volume, and it is 
worthy of a better fate than will probably fall to its 
lot in these days of harsh critics, when none but 
first-class poetry has a chance of success. The 
publishers have done their share of the work well, 
printing on tinted paper—uncut edges—and bind¬ 
ing simply but neatly. King & Baird have | rinted 
a pamphlet which does not appear to have any 
publishers in particular. It is entitled “A Red 
Rose from the Olden Time,” and is commemora¬ 
tive of “The old Inns at Nazareth,” Penn., being a 
paper read at the centenary of the “ Nazareth Inn,” 
June 9, 1871, by Maurice C. Jones. The pamphlet 
takes its name from the fact that William Penn, 
who once owned considerable land “ thereabouts ” 
granted and conveyed 5,000 acres at Nazareth to 
Mrs. Letitia Aubrey, on consideration of the pay¬ 
ment to him, his heirs and assigns of “ one red 
rose ” annually. The pamphlet is most beautifully 
printed and embellished with a red rose on the 
title-page. It is an 8vo, wide margin, pp. 50. 

George Maclean is bringing out a new subscrip¬ 
tion book entitled “ Our Digestion, or My Jolly 
Friend’s Secret,” by Dr. Dio Lewis, who is well- 
known lor his sanitary works, and who says “I be¬ 
lieve this to be the most important work I have 
ever written.” He dedicates it to “ those of my 


countrymen who are all gone in the pit of the stom* 
ach,” and sends it to them with his blessing. He 
is a genial doctor, knows how to make his lectures 
interesting, and having great faith in the sanitary 
effects of a hearty laugh, he does not hesitate to 
throw in an occasional funny story. The work is a 
large i2mo, pp. 407, illustrated, cloth $2.00. Mr. 
Maclean is also bringing out a magnificent quarto 
Bible, which will contain in addition to the text, a 
Bible Dictionary of over 100 pages by A. L. Raw- 
son, illustrated with nearly 400 woodcuts, also an. 
illustrated History of the Books of, the Bible and a 
copious commentary. The work will contain an 
illumination of the Lord’s Prayer, twenty full-page 
illustrations by Dore, Castelli, Perlqc, Pierson and 
others, and fourteen large “ borders.” A German 
edition of the work is also in preparation. 

The Philadelphia Publishing. C.oippany is pre¬ 
paring a new edition of “Unsexed, or the Female 
Soldier” (Crown 8vo, illust., cloth $2.25), one of ' 
the spy stories so peculiar half a dozen years ago. 
They are also preparing a new ’edition of “ The 
Home Above,” a volumjp of religions essays, .with, 
colored illustrations on tinted paper, cloth $2. 25, 
morocco antique, $4.00.

ADVANCE BOOK-NOTES. 

Happy Thought Hall i s the title of Mr. F. C. 
Burnand’s latest literary extravaganza, which Rob¬ 
erts Brothers have nearly ready. The readers of 
his two previous books will look to it for a fresh 
feast of fun. Its humor is suigeneris, and when 
one gets in mood, almost dangerous for its side¬ 
splitting powers. Our old friend Cazell tells the 
happy thinker “ what you ought to do” in the way of 
“ building a nice little snuggery in the country,” and 
the book gives his experiences with building socie¬ 
ties and builders in general. It is very lively, and 
the new feature is introduced of illustrative cuts by 
the author, quite as absurd, many of them, as the 
text itself, and printed throughout the book in pur¬ 
ple ink. The volume is thus entirely unique. 

Princeton College During the Eighteenth Cen¬ 
tury is described in a goodly historical volume of 
about 320 pp., which A. D. F. Randolph & Co. 
will have ready about April 15. The author is 
Samuel Davies Alexander, an alumnus, who has 
gathered from all sorts of sources and has succeed¬ 
ed in compiling sketches of 646 of the 894 gradu¬ 
ates of Princeton during the past century. These 
biographical notices arc presented as the facts of 
a grand generalization, which will demonstrate that 
Princeton has had much to do in securing the lib¬ 
erties of our country ; in founding the Presbyterian 
Church in this land, and in introducing and stimu¬ 
lating the higher forms of academic and collegiate 
learning.” The. preface gives a very interesting 
summary of these facts. 

A Pastor’s Sketches, by Rev. Dr. J. S. 
Spencer, the old pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
church in Brooklyn, has sold by tens of thousands, 
and proved most acceptable to pastors, religious 
teachers, and inquirers. Dodd & Mead have now 
nearly ready a sabstantial and cheaper ($2.00) edi¬ 
tion of this important work, two volumes in one, 
with author’s portrait, which is likely to enjoy wide 
sale. There are above seventy graphic sketches of 
conversations on religion with inquirers of different 
sorts, which are very readable as well as useful.

ume of the ^Ethiopia Old Testament, containing 
the third and fourth books of Kings. It is based on 
a collation of three families of MSS.: I. That re¬ 
presenting the earliest form of the text; 2. That 
revised in accordance with another recension of the 
LXX. text; and 3. That corrected by the light of 
the Hebrew. The text is printed from the first of 
these three, but the variants, often considerable, 
of the other two, are given in the notes. 

In 1862 Messrs. Clark & Maynard, booksellers, 
of this city, suspended payment, compromised with 
their creditors, and resumed business. A few days 
since they inclosed to each of their old creditors, 
who had voluntarily released all legal claim upon 
them, a check to make good the full amount of the 
original debt. That is the custom of good book¬ 
sellers.— Harfer's Weekly. 
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THE ELDERKIN OR SHERMAN BILL TO 
SECURE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

( Communication.) 

The points at issue, in the copyright discussion 
have been pretty well narrowed down. The oppo¬ 
nents of International copyright have been driven 
from point to point of direct opposition, until they 
are now obliged to take refuge behind the scheme 
known as the Elderkin plan. Not that any pub¬ 
lisher really favors this plan—it is simply to be 
used to kill any just and equitable legislation which 
would settle this vexed and long agitated question. 
It is quite probable that it may for the time being 
accomplish its object; but does any intelligent 
person believe that the most cunningly devised 
subterfuge can in the end smother out the agitation 
of this great question of International copyright, 
which is founded on simple justice and right, which 
is simply recognizing the highest kind of property ? 
Let them first find a dictionary in the English lan¬ 
guage which does not place the creation of man’s 
brains as the highest and most inalienable form of 
property known to our race. But we are told that 
the toiling millions of our country would in some 
way be wronged by recognizing this kind of prop¬ 
erty. It is a sufficient answer to say that almost, jf 
not all, civilized countries have already recognized 
it and made their copyright laws international. 
What other countries have done and can afford Jo 
do, we can do. But in this as in all other cases, 
“ honesty is the best policy,” and nothing so stim¬ 
ulates the growth of literature in a nation as recog¬ 
nizing its rights. Without this recognition, the 
world would to-day have been without a literature. 
The Elderkin bill attempts in a most lame and 
hesitating manner to meet this right of property ; 
but so far from being a measure of justice and doing 
what it proposes, it recognizes property and then 
proceeds to confiscate it. 

This bill, as your readers all know, proposes to 
allow the same “free publishing,” as it is called, 
which now exists; but simply gives the foreign 
author the right to sue in any of our courts, and 
collect of any and all parties who may have pub¬ 
lished his book, five per cent, of the cost of the 
edition. Could a greater mockery of justice possi¬ 
bly be suggested ? 

t First, lye recognize the author’s absolute 
right of property by giving him the right to 
maintain it in our courts, and then proceed to make 
this property of no possible value to him. What 
would be thought of such legislation applied to 
other forms of property. Suppose the public at 
large, our tenement population, had the right to 
occupy any or all houses they might select, each 
taking a room for his family, and the owner were 
told that he could maintain in our courts an aclion 
for a certain specified nominal rent. Of how much 
value would all the judgments he might obtain, or 
even the property itself, be to him ? 

It is apparent at once that this is an enforced 
contract. If the author has any rights, if he owns 
his property, he has the right to make contracts with 
respectable publishers, and on such terms as he 
can secure. 

A publisher can better afford to pay one author 
twenty-five per cent, than he can another five per 
cent. For the books of one author there is a de¬ 
mand ; for the books of another perhaps equally 
good, a demand must be created at great expense and 
labor. Under such a law as this it is possible for 
any publisher to issue all foreign books in the name 
of his porter or any other irresponsible party. 
To whom is the poor author to look for payment ? 
Aside from this, five per cent, on the cost of an 
edition, if that is what is really meant, would 


on few books, pay the legal expenses necessary to 
collect it. But it is hardly necessary, in a trade 
journal, seriously to discuss the manifest absurdi¬ 
ties of this bill. We venture the remark that not a 
single publisher can be found who would not 
frankly admit that it is much worse than no legisla¬ 
tion at all. Far better leave the foreign author to 
the gratuities which publishers now and then send 
to them. 

But this bill is seriously supported by Mr. Sher¬ 
man, one of our ablest and shrewdest Senators. 
His view of the question is simple, but really falla¬ 
cious. Mr. Sherman says that we must do the 
foreign author justice, but we want to promote 
competition among American publishers. 

It seems to him that his purpose can be accom¬ 
plished by this bill; but strange as it may seem to 
any one not familiar with publishing, the exact re¬ 
verse is true. This bill would leave the publication 
of foreign literature in its present position; and 
could there be a greater monopoly than now exists ? 
Almost the entire business of reprinting foreign 
books is in the hands of three or four’ large pub¬ 
lishers. 

It is true that any publisher, however small, has 
the right to publish any foreign book now. But, as 
Edward Burke said, in his speech on the right of Eng¬ 
land to tax us when we were colonies, “ we have the 
right to shear the wolf;” all experience has proved, 
however, that it does not pay to shear wolves. 
Just so it is on reprinting; the few large houses 
grdsp everything; announce as “in press” every 
foreign book the mere title of which they have heard 
or seen in print somewhere, without any real idea 
of ever publishing one-half of the books announced. 
It is done merely to cover the possible contingency 
that they may wish to publish any of them. It is 
only now and then by the merest chance that a 
smaller house can find a foreign book worth re¬ 
printing, which some of the larger houses have not 
announced, because they never heard of it. It occa¬ 
sionally happens that the giants quarrel among 
themselves, and in the fight over some particular 
book, which two houses happen to publish, a won¬ 
derful impression is conveyed to the public of the 
cheapness of reprinted foreign works. This com¬ 
petition is kept up until the price is so reduced that 
it does not pay either publisher to manufacture the 
book, and ‘‘the dear public” find that the cheap 
book is “ out of print.” 

This is not competition, but the worst kind of 
monopoly. The competition which Senator Sher¬ 
man desires is of the utmost importance to the pub¬ 
lic and to publishers themselves. But the compe¬ 
tition cannot be over a single book, if it is to be of 
any practical value to the public. What the public 
need is to have the greatest possible number of 
good books reprinted, and the largest amount of 
capital invested in the publishing and distributing 
them over this great country. 

Give us a copyright law under which the author 
can control his property, and make a contract with 
such publishers as can best serve his purpose, and 
give his book the widest possible sale, and this 
business of reprinting foreign books which is now 
in the hands of three or four houses, would be 
scattered through fifty American publishing houses. 
We would then have a genuine competition which 
would give the public the books in the most attract¬ 
ive form, and at the cheapest possible price. Could 
the Harpers publish the novels, we will say of one 
popular writer in any less attractive form or at any 
higher price than the Appletons did their’s of 
another equally popular foreign novelist, and hope 
for any success ? 

This is no fancy sketch. Has it not been fully re¬ 
alized in American school-books ? Although each 
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publisher has the absolute copyright on those which 
he publishes, yet competition has forced him to 
make his books in the most elegant and cheapest 
form, until we surpass the world in our model text¬ 
books. O. C. 


THE ENGLISH STATIONERY AND 
FANCY TRADES. 

« London, March 16, 1872. 

THe advance which in January last took place in 
the prices of paper of every description has been fully 
maintained, and the small makers who at first op¬ 
posed the alteration and attempted to undersell, 
have wisely decided to follow in the wake of their 
more extensive competitors. The trade has not, 
however, in any way suffered by the rise, and con¬ 
siderable activity has been exhibited in the ware¬ 
houses of the wholesale houses, both in the execu¬ 
tion of home and foreign orders. A remarkable 
feature in connection with the late advance has 
been the strange manner in which several firms of 
high standing have refused to execute at old rates 
orders taken prior to the rise. Every branch of the 
trade appears to have been tinged with the same 
feeling, as some of the leading envelope makers, 
card makers, and bookbinders have each wilfully 
cancelled current contracts ; and even printers are 
announcing that estimates delivered must be ad¬ 
vanced ten per cent.,' as also work executed after 
April 1, whether contracted for or otherwise, in con¬ 
sequence of the compositors having demanded nine 
hours as a day’s work and an extra halfpenny per 
1,000 for piece work. 

Repudiation of such a nature has caused consid¬ 
erable surprise, and several legal actions have been 
threatened with a view to test the validity of the 
course pursued. 

The stationery trade proper gives but few op¬ 
portunities for the introduction of novelties. It is 
therefore among the manufacturing stationers that 
retailers seek for new goods. For the most 
part, however, these manufacturing gentlemen con¬ 
tent themselves with varying old designs or plagi¬ 
arizing the ideas of others. A veritable novelty in 
stationery is therefore a rara avis, and when such 
is introduced, it must be bad indeed if it does not 
experience a good run, providing it be energetically 
introduced. The greatest successes of recent man¬ 
ufactured stationery have been fire stove ornaments 
and mourning paper with Oxford borders. In¬ 
deed, the trade transacted in the former has, in a 
comparatively short time, become very important, 
and tradespeople who, three or four years ago, ridi¬ 
culed the idea of selling such goods, now look with 
anxiety for the advent of the fire-stove season, and 
devote considerable space to the exhibition of the 
different patterns. But when in stock and during 
transit these goods occupy but little room, and are 
therefore admirably adapted for exportation. Among 
the latest novelties of manufactured stationery are 
Fly Rests and Lamp Shades , constructed of ma¬ 
chine-cut-out patterns which have a very pretty 
effect when spread, the paper used in the pro¬ 
duction of each presenting the appearance of satin. 
Indeed this description of prepared paper is be¬ 
coming Very popular for decorative purposes, and 
among other uses for Washing-stand Tidies , a new 
introduction for placing behind washing-stands to 
preserve the wall from being splashed. Easter 
Cards with appropriate designs and mottoes suited 
for the season is a novel idea, and considering th t 
this is their first year they have sold well. The 
public, however, has to be educated in the use of 
these cards and along period must elapse ere they 
become generally popular. In stationers’ sundries 


the novelties have been of the most meagre de¬ 
scription and among those brought out we recog¬ 
nize many very old friends with new faces. What 
our grandfathers discarded, the rising generation 
are asked to patronize. Indeed the sundries in¬ 
troduced are scarcely worth mentioning, as they 
have principally comprised so-called improvements 
in despatch boxes, purses, inkstands, writing-discs, 
pencil-cases, self-supplying pen-holders and kin¬ 
dred goods. The parcels pencil, the india-rubber 
everlasting copying sheets and the university writing 
pad are, however, new and meritorious. The 
former, designed for marking parcels, contains a 
very thick composition-lead which writes freely 
and produces thick clear strokes; by the second, 
copying paper can be wetted more expeditiously 
than by the common brush, especially as the sheets 
retain moisture for a considerable period and m,ay 
be used several times without rewetting ; and the 
third is an entirely new idea in the construction of 
writing-pads or desk-slopes. It consists of a flat 
pad provided with a pocket; attached to its upper 
side is a metal frame sufficiently heavy to retain in 
its place blotting or other papers; while it dtin 
be converted into a slope by expanding a simple 
arrangement made for the purpose. It is provided 
with manifold paper for enabling copies of manu¬ 
script to be taken, to which end the metal frame is 
a capital aid. 

The fancy trade, like that of stationery, has Iofig 
experienced a lack of bona fide novelties, and as t;he 
Birmingham manufacturers, once so famous for 
their energy in producing knick-knacks, have 
almost retired from the field, the producing 
business has passed into other localities, 
and the new caterers are feeling , their 
way cautiously. Indeed, their caution is over¬ 
charged, as when they have fully matured a good 
design a few samples are got up and shown to the 
wholesale houses, whose orders, however, cannot 
be executed expeditiously because the makers had 
not provided a stock before exhibiting their de¬ 
signs. The result is that if the warehousemen an¬ 
ticipate a good sale they send large orders to the 
Continent for execution, and in a short time the 
originator finds he is being undersold, and grum¬ 
bles accordingly. The almost total falling off of 
the Parisian trade in articles de luxe has also tended 
to reduce our stock of novelties; but as the 
English people are not prone to purchase expensive 
fancy goods to any considerable extent, the trade 
has suffered very little by such circumstance. 

Austria and Germany have benefited by the mis¬ 
fortunes of France and the apathy of Birmingham, 
and their exports of fancy goods to England have, 
in consequence, materially increased. But many 
of the articles sent are extremely dear, while 
others are unsuited for the home trade. Therefore 
the actual quantity of their goods that has become 
popular here has been extremely small, and the 
London agents are beginning to complain that they 
are getting overstocked with unsalable or ill- 
adapted wares. But, in spite of these drawbacks, 
a large trade has been done for some months past, 
but the transactions are rapidly becoming smaller 
as the season advances. Indeed nothing in the 
fancy trade will sell well in this country during hot 
weather, unless in very exceptional, or we might 
state sensational cases. In the dearth of novelties, 
some enterprising importers have endeavored to 
seek new goods from the United States, and though 
they were unsuccessful in meeting with fresh designs, 
the prices were so prohibitory that only one article, 
“Crandall’s Building Slabs,” achieved any success. 
The American people have here such a reputation 
for being practical that we suppose they do not de¬ 
vote any considerable time to the production of

fancy goods; if, however, they feel disposed to 
enter the lists as makers of such wares a hearty re¬ 
ception will be accorded to their products, if the 
prices are low. We want novelties here, and in 
spite of the demand the supply is inadequate. 
There must surely be toys or knick-knackery made 
in the States that would be entirely new to this 
country, and perhaps some readers of the Trade 
Circular may find it profitable to take a hint. In 
the item of pen-wipers a considerable trade is done 
in England, and many persons are engaged in the 
manufacture. We very rarely see pens wiped 
after use, but there must be an astonishing num¬ 
ber of persons who have adopted the cleanly habit 
so little observed in individual experience. The 
low price and tasty manner in which these goods 
are got up create a demand at home, but shipping 
houses order very carefully, and appear to have 
but little faith in the appreciation that will be given 
to them by transocean residents. 

Articles of perfumery, now ranked as fancy 
goods, have lately received much attention, in so 
much as relates to the general outward effect of ihe 
bottles or jars, but the contents have sadly depre¬ 
ciated, and much of the so-called essences are only 
scented waters. Therefore buyers who are resident 
abroad, and who order from low-priced catalogues 
must not expect to give their customers any other 
satisfaction than that of pleasing the eye. 

The very prettily got up ladies’ companions that 
are made in large quantities in Germany are be¬ 
coming almost unsalable here, in consequence of 
the great inferiority of the cutlery with which they 
are fitted. American buyers will therefore do 
to second the complaints which have been 
sent to the makers from England. 

Out-door games of various descriptions have been 
introduced here during each summer season for sev¬ 
eral years past, but all of them, except croquet, have 
had an ephemeral existence, none having survived 
more thin two years. Although the interest in 
croquet increases annually, there is a desire on the 
part of the public for another game, especially as 
many people have become tired of it. We hear of 
several lawn amusements that are popular in the 
United Stab s ; will not some enterprising firm 
resident therein give the English people an oppor¬ 
tunity to test the merits of the amusements referred 
to. For a very dearth of out-door novelties here 
battledore and shuttlecock have been revived, 
and among the “ upper ten thousand ” it is to be a 
fashionable game in 1872 ; and we hear that “ con¬ 
tests upon a grand scale ” are projected. But how 
these contests are to be conducted we have not yet 
learned. Of toys there have recently been several 
novelties, principally of a scientific character, but 
these latter have met with a very equivocal recep¬ 
tion. Parents may wish their children to combine 
instruction with play, but youngsters very naturally 
give strenuous opposition to such a laudable desire, 
and persist in having absolute playthings. The 
.only toys, however, that have lately met with more 
than ordinary success are tops, and of these there 
have been so many varieties that we imagine English 
children must be heartily tired of them. The pris¬ 
matic self-winding color top met with the largest 
sale, and is still selling ; and if the boys of America 
are as fond of top-spinning as are those of England 
we imagine this article would become popular 
among them.

LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

The Trade Sale opened on Tuesday morning at 
a quarter before ten, the auctioneers being, as usu¬ 
al, Messrs. Joseph Foster, J. K. Pratt, and Wm. R. 
Leavitt. There were about forty buyers present at 
the opening, a number which has been growing at 
each session since. Bidding was rather slow, but 
prices were quite good. Little, Brown & Co’s in¬ 
voice, standing first on the catalogue, sold very 
well. Thus Bancroft’s History ($2.50 retail) 
brought $ 1.55 a volume; Bartlett’s “Familiar 
Quotations” ($3.00) brought from $1.80 to $1.85, 
etc., etc. The invoice seemed to average very 
near 60 per cent, on retail prices. Macmillan’s 
popular series, on which the discount is larger, 
brought 40 to 50 per cent. 

Most of the publishers are issuing very few new 
books, notwithstanding we are approaching the 
height of the spring season. 

The English publishers of magazines agree upon 
a date of general issue; “magazine day” is usual¬ 
ly the first of the month or thereabouts. It is 
questionable whether the plan is an improvement 
upon that of “every man for himself”—we will go 
no further in the quotation—obtaining here, since 
several American magazines may be bought as they 
successively appear, and the several little holes 
made in the buyer’s purse don’t seem to count 
nearly as much as one big one. 

The Brooklyn Mercantile Library has just pub¬ 
lished its annual report. It added last year 10,000 
bound and 21 unbound volumes, 146 pamphlets 
and 585 serials, and has now on its shelves 41,006 
volumes; 111,710volumes were circulated during 
the year, and $18,087.70 received. There were 
2,992 members and 204 pupils. 

The continued agitation in New York of the 
“Sunday library question” has induced the direct¬ 
ors of the New York Mercantile Library to have 
prepared blanks for and against the opening of that 
library on Sunday, which each active member is 
requested to sign. It is hoped in this way to 
obtain authentic information of the real feeling of 
the membership. 

J. R. Osgood & Co. are prosecuting Edw. C. 
Allen, publisher of Our Ycnuig Folks' Illustrated Pa¬ 
per^ Augusta, Me., for infringement on the copy¬ 
righted title of Our Young Folks magazine. 

The testh edition of Marion Harland’s excellent 
housekeeper’s book, “ Common Sense in the 
Household,” is now in the market. The success 
of the book is thoroughly deserved. 

The Edinburgh booksellers and stationers have 
organized a literary association for the improve¬ 
ment of the young men connected with the trade. 
The idea is one which might be adopted with profit 
in all large cities. Booksellers should be best in¬ 
formed of all trades. 

An authorized English translation of the lectures 
which I)r. Dollinger is now delivering on the Re¬ 
union of the Christian Churches, is to be published 
on their completion. 

It is stated that the London house of Geo. Rout- 
ledge & Sons printed, during the last half of 1871, 
a million and a half books, of which one million 
were bound volumes. 

A “Manual of American Literature,” by 
N. K. Royse, will shortly be published by a Cin¬ 
cinnati house. 

Two important Japanese works are to be pub¬ 
lished by the University Publishing Company—a 
translation from that language of a book on Ameri¬ 
can life and resources, by M. Mori, charge d'Af- 
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faires of Japan in this country, and “ The Japanese 
in America,” by Chas. Lanman, which will include 
a collection of essays written by Japanese students 
pursuing their education in this city. 

It is authoritatively stated that Senator Sher¬ 
man’s attention has been called to the “ un-come* 
at-ableness ” of the clause “gross cost of publi¬ 
cation,” in his copyright bill, and that it will be rem¬ 
edied before the bill is reported by the committee 
to Congress, so that the author’s royalty of 5 per 
cent, will be calculated in the usual way. 

Perhaps no living poet has contributed so much 
that is valuable to the hymnology of the present day 
as the Rev. Dr. Bonar of Scotland. His many ad¬ 
mirers will be glad to learn that a volume of poems 
from his pen, entitled the “ Song of the New Crea¬ 
tion and other pieces,” is soon to be issued from 
the press of Robert Carter & Brothers. 

The same house have just ready “Thought 
Hives,” by the Rev. T. L. Cuyler of Brooklyn, the 
advance orders for which were so large that another 
edition was ordered before a copy of the first one 
was received from the binder. 

The lovers of the historical novel will be inter¬ 
ested in “ Isoult Barry of Wynscotte,” a tale of 
Tudor times, by Emily Sarah Holt, and “ Aimee,” 
a tale of the days of James the Second, by Agnes 
Giberne, both just from the press of the Carters. 

G. W. & C. B. Colton & Co. have just is¬ 
sued two new maps, viz., Colton’s Railroad Map 
of the Middle and of the North-Western States. 

Mr. Dayman’s long-promised “ Mediaeval Latin- 
English Dictionary,” based upon Ducange, will ap¬ 
pear shortly in London. The edition of the “ Glos- 
sarium” of Ducange by Henschel, from the press 
of Didot, 6 vols., 4to, Paris, 1840, has been followed. 
The editor, however, claims to have added many 
new words, especially from the Glossaries appended 
to the works published by the Record Commission, 
from the “ Promptorium Parvulorum,” edited for 
the Camden Society by Mr. A. Way, and the works 
on. Ancient Music by Mr. W. Chappell, and to have 
attempted, in some of the longer articles, a more 
systematic arrangement than is found in Ducange. 

Don Giuseppe Bertocci has published, at 
Rome, the first part of an interesting bibliographical 
work, entitled “ Repertorio Bibliografico delle 
Opere stampate in Italia nel Secolo XIX.” 

The first part of Mr. W. M. Rossetti’s detailed 
comparison of Chaucer’s “Troylus” with Boc¬ 
caccio’s “ Filostrato,” is in the press for the Chaucer 
Society. The Preface will contain a review of the 
different ways in which the character of Cryseyde 
has been treated by the chief authors who have de¬ 
scribed her since Homer, and will show that for 
two-thirds of his work, Chaucer is indebted to Boc¬ 
caccio.” 

Messrs. Thompson, Bigelow & Brown have 
in press and will shortly issue an “ Elementary 
Geometry ” and an “Elementary Trigonometry,” 
both prepared by Mr. W. F. Bradbury, Master of 
English High School, Cambridge, Mass. These 
books will form a continuation of the Eaton’s 
Mathematical Series, the arithmetics and algebra 
of which have achieved a very wide circulation. 
Mr. Bradbury is also author of the algebra com¬ 
prised in this series. Those acquainted with the 
success of this book will have a right to expect in 
these forthcoming volumes a text-book of more 
than ordinary merit. 

The well-known novelist, Edmund Yates, is ex¬ 
pected to visit America soon, fjr the purpose of 
lecturing on the literary men of the times. 


JOURNALISTIC. 

Thf. Cosmopolitan, a special journal for the 
use of Americans abroad, and published in Lon¬ 
don, is the only newspaper in Europe exclusively 
owned and edited by an American, a fact which pecu¬ 
liarly entitles it to American patronage. The Cos¬ 
mopolitan, judging from numbers at hand, fills a field 
in which a distinctively American journal has been 
long needed. 

The Newspaper Press in England. —Ac¬ 
cording to the Newspaper Press Directory for 1872, 
there are now published in the United Kingdom 
1,456 newspapers, of which England owns 1,111— 
viz., 268 in London, and 843 in the provinces. 
There are eighty-two daily papers in England, two 
in Wales, twelve in Scotland, nineteen in Ireland, 
and two in the British Isles. The magazines now 
in course of publication, including the quarterly re¬ 
views, number 639, of which 230 are of a deci¬ 
dedly religious character, representing the Church 
of England, Wesleyans, Methodists, Baptists, In¬ 
dependents, and other Christian communities. 

Naval Science, a new quarterly magazine, will 
appear on April 1st. Messrs. Lockwood & Co , 
London, are to publish it. 

In the memoirs of the Academic des Sciences , 
Arts et Belles-Lettres dc Caen, for 1871, MM. Isidore 
Pierre and E. Puchet publish the second part of 
their valuable “Researches on the Alcoholic pro¬ 
ducts of the Distillation of Beetroot,” the first part 
having been published in the Mcmoires de I'Acade- 
mte Imperials dc Caen in 1869. 

The State Microscopical Society of Illi¬ 
nois have started a quarterly (of seventy pages) in 
the field hitherto untried by journalists, of micro¬ 
scopy and the allied sciences. It is the only mag¬ 
azine distinctively of the kind in the country. The 
title is The Lens, and it doubtless will converge the 
brilliances of many keen intellects. 

With its May issue, Harper's Magazine will be¬ 
gin the publication of Mr. Charles Nordhoft’s illus¬ 
trated papers fr< m California, and Miss Thacker¬ 
ay’s new novel, which will be entitled “Old Ken¬ 
sington and in June will be commenced a series 
of papers on the Republican Movement in Eu¬ 
rope, from the pen of Don Emilio Castelar, the 
eminent Spanish statesman. 


TRADE PUBLICATIONS. 

Trubner’s Catalogue of Dictionaries and 
Grammars of the principal languages and dialects

In our previous notice of this new method 
of obtaining publicity in the world of trade or art, 
we did but scant justice to the popularity of these 
letters. Unquestionably they have provided a want 
to trade, and they already occupy the very front 
rank as merchantable articles among fancy dealers. 
This fact has stimulated the energy and the enter¬ 
prise of the proprietors, and they have now intro¬ 
duced a one-inch alphabet in addition to the two- 
inch letters already so famous. This Js just what 
was wanted to render the letters a complete satis¬ 
faction. We understand that beside the uses hith¬ 
erto made of these adhesive letters, they are being 
extensively employed for Horticultural purposes, 
and as Labels for Flower Shows and International 
Exhibitions, &c. Even hatters think them the best 
mediums to use, and find them convenient to give 
gentlemen’s initials inside the hats. The useful¬ 
ness of these letters can now be doubted by no one.

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New “ Copying ” Press.—A novel method of 
rapidly and economically copying manuscripts and 
designs, whether produced by hand or photography, 
his been invented by M. Eugenio de Zuccator. An 
ordinary letter-copying press is used for printing 
from the design, which is formed upon a varnished 
metal plate. This plate, which is of iron, is either 
coated with a shellac varnish, and the writing or 
design to be copied then traced thereon with a 
metal point, or it may be coated with gelatine and 
bichromate, and the design produced by means of 
photography with a transparent positive. In any 
case the lines are formed of bare metal upon a sur¬ 
face of varnish. To the bed of the copying press 
is connected one wire of an electric battery, and to 
the upper plate of the instrument the other, so that 
when the press is screwed down and the top and 
bottom plates come into contact, an electric cur¬ 
rent passes. The varnished metal plate, upon 
which a memorandum has been scratched, or other¬ 
wise produced, is covered with a few sheets of copy¬ 
ing paper wetted with an acid solution of prussiate 
of potash, and then screwed into the press. As be¬ 
fore stated, the characters or design upon the var¬ 
nished plate are formed of bare metal, and in these 
p&rts of course, an electric current is set up ; this 
action permits of the union of the iron with the 
potash, and the consequence is, Prussian blue is 
formed in lines corresponding to those upon the 
varnished plate. Copies thus produced in blue ink 
maybe printed at the rate of one hundred per 
hour. The patent is the property of Messrs. 
Waterlow & Sons, London.

WORKS OF ART. 

Low & Co., London, have issued the first part, 
comprising four plates, of “ Chefs-d’oeuvre of Art 
and Masterpieces of Engraving.” The subjects 
have been taken from the collection in the British 
Museum, and include photographic copies of en¬ 
gravings by Woollett and \Y. Sharp. The pictures 
are, Reynolds’s “ Holy Family,” now in the Na¬ 
tional Gallery ; a “ Landscape,” by G. Poussin ; 
West’s “Death of General Wolfe,” and “The 
Temple of Apollo,” by G. Poussin. The copies 
are accompanied by brief extracts from criticisms. 
They have been successfully made, and give a good 
idea of fine engravings. 

Photographs. —The Stereoscopic Co., London, 
have made some additions to their stock of photo¬ 
graphs, which attract considerable attention. Chief 
among these is a portrait of Her Majesty the Queen. 
From the clerical world we have the Rev. J. Bv 
Owen, M.A., and the Rev. Charles Voysey, two 
celebrities at present.

POSTAL. 

The Postmaster-General has directed that the 
new regulations respecting newspapers sent by 
mail be strictly enforced. No name or memoran¬ 
dum is allowed to be written on a newspaper in¬ 
side of the wrapper on which the address is written. 
It is barely permissible to mark an article jwith pen 
or pencil. More than this subjects the paper to 
letter postage, and the violator of the law to a fine. 
No printed card, handbill, or advertisement, no 
written notice, letter, or slip of any kind must be 
folded in the paper. To do any of these things is to 
violate the law. Printed slips pasted on the out¬ 
side, or folded in papers and periodicals are also 
violations of the law. Senders of transient papers 
can send bundles of printed matter by weight on 
transient postage charges, but must not send any 
written matter in such bundles. 

Postal Telegraph Cards in England.— 
Stamped telegraph message cards are now sold tb 
the public at the rate of is. for each card, or iti 
packets containing 20 cards at £1 per packet. The 
card is intended for use by persons who either cari^ 
not, or do not desire, to send messages to the near¬ 
est telegraph-office proper (that is to an office 
which h<*s the means of transmission by wire), and 
who are content to deposit it where it will be car¬ 
ried for them, free of expense, to an office from 
which it can be sent by wire. If it be deposited in 
a pillar-box, wall-box, or ordinary post-office letter-. 
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box, it will be carried to a telegraph-office, that is, 
to the office to which the letters posted in the box 
are carried, on the next ensuing clearance of the box 
in which it is deposited. The person who wishes 
to deposit one of these cards in such a box may as¬ 
certain from the table of collections on or over the 
box how long his message will remain in the box 
before it is carried with the letters to the proper 
office. The is. stamp on the card covers the cost 
of transmission of a message of not more than twen¬ 
ty words, within the United Kingdom (the Scilly 
Islands and the Orkney and Shetland Islands ex¬ 
cepted), the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man, 
and also covers the free delivery of the same, by 
special foot messenger, within the limit of one 
mile of the terminal telegraph office, or within the 
limit of the town postal delivery of that office in 
cases even where that limit exceeds one mile. 
Should the message have to be delivered beyond 
these limits the person to whom it is addressed will 
be charged with porterage at the usual rates, and if 
the sender directs the message to be delivered by 
other than the usual means, the cost thereof will be 
charged to the person to whom the message is ad¬ 
dressed. Should the message be found to contain 
more than twenty words, a charge will be collected 
from the addressee for every additional five 
words.— Letts 9 Shippers' Monthly. 


From the London Stationer. 

“HALF PRICE” 

“ Half Price ” is now the idiotic cry of numer¬ 
ous members of the stationery and fancy trades. 
We see the tempting words in gorgeous tinctures 
in shop windows and expensive advertisements. 
What can be the meaning of the phrase ? We 
cannot imagine. Does it imply that the tradesman 
using it is a philanthropist, and wishes to benefit the 
public ? Or that he is a rogue, and, preparatory to 
bankruptcy or flight, wants to realize cash for a 
heavy stock he has procured on long credit ? Or 
are the advertisers impressed with the belief that 
the community are fools, and believe in the asser¬ 
tion? Or is the statement a downright untruth ? 
Individually we consider the offer too often tinged 
with a smattering of each of the queries conjec¬ 
tured, with an extreme bias according to the dispo¬ 
sition or means of the advertiser. We have before 
us a large number of circulars, handbills, and ad¬ 
vertisements, wherein we see announcements as 
under: 

“ Half price only charged for engraving crests, monograms, 
or dies.” 

“ Mourning paper at half price.” 

“Valentines? Valentines!! Valentines!!! from the best 
makers at half price.” 

“Purses of all kinds at less than half price.” 

“ Despatch Cases and Writing Desks, all marked in plain 
figures, at half the manufacturer’s prices.” 

“ Envelopes, good and clean, at less than half price, to effect 
a clearance.” 

“ Fire-stove ornaments are down'this year to less than half 
price.” 

But then we find among the retail catalogued 
prices, items that fairly astonish us, and we are 
therefore bound to respect the assertions of the 
advertisers, though we cannot avoid thinking they 
are either on the high road to bankruptcy, or to a 
lurtatic asylum, e. g % : 

“ One ream of good cream laid paper, and stamping with 
crest or monogram in colors, 3s. 3d.” 

“Envelopes 9d. per 100 stamped in relief and in colors.” 

One ream of very best cream laid paper 5s.; no charge for 
stamping in colors if two reams ordered.” 

Surely, it is time the wholesale houses took some 
note of the description of trade their customers are 
doing, and they will do well to look with suspicion 
upon those individuals who offer to sell at prices 


that do not represent fair profits. We are well 
aware that both in the stationery and fancy trades 
there are numerous firms who most implicitly be¬ 
lieve in the infallibility of their systems of busi¬ 
ness, and who affect to treat with contempt any 
suggestions that may emanate without their own 
confidential circle. To such persons our advice is 
not addressed; they will rest upon their dignity, 
and, as dignity always incurs cost, they will only 
appreciate our hint when they have been severely 
“ bitten ” by some of the houses who now adver¬ 
tise extensively to transact business at too low 
rates. There are, however, numerous rising firms 
by whom our suggestions will be eagerly adopted, 
and who will eventually thank us for having point¬ 
ed out an anomaly that ought no longer to be per¬ 
mitted. To offer to sell at “ half price ” articles of 
constant consumption, and which have an intrinsic 
value, is to show either that the advertiser has a 
falling business, or seeks to create a new one, or 
that he is short of cash, or is a humbug by advertis¬ 
ing what he cannot supply, or resorts to ambiguity 
which, though it may catch once, invariably drives 
custom away. The only instances we have quoted 
where half price is offered that bears the slightest 
feasibility is that of Valentines. We can under¬ 
stand a retailer who, having either overstocked 
himself or had a bad season, prefers to realize his 
surplus stock at a reduced price rather than run 
the chance of its value becoming depreciated. In, 
however, announcing these articles on the 15th 
February, at half the price at which they were 
offered the previous day, an injury is done to the 
trade by giving the public a peg whereon to hang 
the reasonable notion that the profits upon Valen¬ 
tines is very considerable. All goods in all trades 
are sold for less money out of season, but the 
reduction of a moiety is unreasonable, and the 
system should be abolished. Far better to ask 
more reasonable prices before the Feast of St. 
Valentine, as the exorbitant sums demanded for 
good stock has had a tendency to injure the trade 
in the best varieties. In like manner as we have 
advised that wholesale houses should look with 
suspicion upon tradesmen who offer to sell at un¬ 
reasonably low rates, so do we advise those indi¬ 
viduals to desist from continuing a practice that 
can only induce contempt from the public, while 
it lowers the character of the trade. 

INCLOSURES IN NEWSPAPERS. 

The following decision of Judge Sherman, of the 
U. S. District Court, at Cleveland, Ohio, is of im¬ 
portance to publishers : 

“The United States v. W. K. Brown.—This is 
a motion for a new trial, on which the court is 
asked to review the evidence on which a verdict 
was rendered against the defendant at the present 
term. The defendant, the proprietor and publisher 
of the Alliance Monitor , a weekly paper published 
in Stark County, was indicted under the thirtieth 
section of the Act of Congress of March 3, 1825 
(see Brightly’s Digest, page 218, section 85), for 
enclosing in a newspaper a printed advertisement, 
purporting to be an advertisement of the ‘ Opera 
House Shoe Store,’ by one O. W. Nash, which he 
then delivered into the post-office at Alliance, to be 
carried by post to Mount Vernon, free of postage. 
The section of the Act above referred to provides 
as follows : 4 If any person shall enclose or conceal 
a letter or of.her thing, or any memorandum in 
writing, in a newspaper, pamphlet, or magazine, or 
in any package of newspapers, pamphlets, or maga¬ 
zines, or make any writing or memorandum thereon, 
which he shall have delivered into any post-office, 
or to any person for that purpose, in order that the 
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same may be carried by post, free of letter postage, 
he shall forfeit the sum of five dollars for every 
such offence,’ &c. 

“ The facts as they appear show that an adver¬ 
tisement, or advertising hand-bill of the shoe store 
of O. W. Nash, a dealer in Alliance, where the 
newspaper was published, was enclosed, as charged, 
in the edition published December 1, 1870, and so 
mailed for distribution to all subscribers who re¬ 
ceived that paper through the mail, one of them 
being for a subscriber at Mount Vernon. 

“ The question raised in this case is one of con¬ 
siderable importance to the publishers of news¬ 
papers, and a ruling upon it has been desiied by 
the post-office department, although in the case at 
the bar it has been conceded that the defendant 
had no intention of violating any law, it having 
been the custom, to some extent, of publishers of 
newspapers to send such circulars or advertisements 
through the mail, supposing it was permissible 
under post-office regulations, which provide as fol¬ 
lows : ‘ Publishers of newspapers may, without 
subjecting them to extra postage, fold within their 
regular issue a supplement. But in all such cases 
the added matter must be a genuine supplement or 
appendage to the newspaper in question, and of the 
same essential character, conveying intelligence of 
general interest.’ Under this regulation it is un¬ 
doubtedly competent for publishers, as is fre¬ 
quently done in Eastern newspapers, and not un- 
frequently in our home papers when a tax list, or 
other voluminous advertising matter, is to be pub¬ 
lished, to print and enclose for distribution, by 
mail or otherwise, regular supplements, containing 
the advertising or other general matter crowded 
out of the regular or usual columns. But a hand¬ 
bill, circular, or poster of the description here in 
question, is not such supplement, although, as in 
this case, it may be so called or entitled by the 
publisher. It is not ‘ a genuine supplement or ap¬ 
pendage to the newspaper.’ It does not meet the 
common popular understanding of the term‘sup¬ 
plement,’ nor is it of‘the same essential character 
as a newspaper,’ nor does it convey ‘ intelligence of 
passing events of general interest.’ It is more of 
the nature of a private circular advertisement, 
hand-bill, or poster, and it may also be remarked 


that it contains woodcuts and a large style of print, 
which could not be inserted in a newspaper without 
great and unusual trouble and expense. It is not 
an advertisement crowded out of the regular issue, 
but such a one as would never be inserted in a 
regular issue. It is true that each case of this 
nature must be judged of by its own peculiar char¬ 
acteristics, but there is a wide distinction between 
the genuine supplement ’ spoken of in the post- 
office regulation, and as there defined and described, 
and a hand-bill, advertisement, or circular, the dis¬ 
tinctive character of which, as distinguished from a 
newspaper supplement, is readily appreciated by 
the popular understanding, and determines the law 
of the case. 

“ It does not appear, as I have before remarked, 
that the defendant in this case purposely violated 
the post-office acts and regulations, but having done 
so, although ignorantly, the law requires me to 
overrule the motion and impose the statutory pen¬ 
alty and the costs.”— Am. Newspaper Reporter.
